A MAN has been jailed for seven years after 
being convicted of rape and then jumping his 
bail. 

Adrian Horwat, 21, of no fixed address, 
absconded from Southend Crown Court on 
March 14 after being convicted of the rape 


while he was awaiting verdicts on other matters. 

His disappearance sparked a countywide 
manhunt by Essex Police. 

He was recaptured on April 3 and remanded 
in prison until he was sentenced last week. 

He was sent to prison for the rape of an 


underage girl in a car park in Baxter Avenue, 
Southend, on April 26, 2014. 

The court heard that probation workers who 
assessed Horwat concluded he blamed his victim 
and “minimised the extent of his offending”.

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Pupils back in the swim 

School pool revamp complete as house builder matches PTA cash collection

PRIMARY school pupils can 
once again take a dip in their 
swimming pool this summer, 
thanks to £5,000 donation 
from a building firm to help 
renovate it. 

Youngsters at Great 
Wakering Primary School 
were disappointed when they 
learnt their pool was so badly 
in need of repair they could 
not take a dip and had to use 
a public pool for lessons. 

However, when Taylor 
Wimpey East London, which 
is building homes in the area, 
heard about the problem it 
stepped in with the cash, 
matching the £5,000 collect¬ 
ed by the school’s PTA to 
fund the renovation. 

Headteacher Hay ley O’Dea 
said: “It’s great to have the 
pool open again. 

“The swimming pool 
required a lot of improve-

DETECTIVES investigating a shoot¬ 
ing in Southend have released a 
CCTV image of a potential witness 
who may have vital information. 

A 23-year-old man from London 
was found in Southchurch Road in 
April with a shotgun wound to the 
stomach at 12.45am on April 18. 

He is believed to have been 
attacked near the Malvern Flats. 

Two men - a 19-year-old from 
Southend and an 18-year-old from 
Leigh-on-Sea - were arrested on sus¬ 
picion of attempted murder and are 
currently on bail until August 11, 
pending further enquiries. 

Detective Constable Tara Shepherd, 


said: “We have already made a num¬ 
ber of arrests in connection with this 
shocking incident, which we believe 
to be a targeted attack. 

“We are continuing to progress 
with our enquiries and are keen to 
speak to the man pictured who was in 
the area at the time and may have 
vital information that could assist 
with our investigation. 

“I would appeal for him or anyone 
else who has any information to 
please get in touch with us.”

Council 

creates 

education 

board 


SOUTHEND Council is to be given 
more power over schools . 

The authority has decided to create 
an education board, which it says will 
give the school a voice on important 
matters such as school improvement, 
performance and policy. 

The board will replace the current 
schools forum. 

The cabinet approved the scheme at 
its meeting on Tuesday, June 28. 

The board will also improve engage¬ 
ment between the council, its schools 
and academies. 

Representatives from primary, sec¬ 
ondary, special schools and governors, 
plus members from early years and 
16-19 providers and professional 
associations will be on the board. 

Membership will also include uni¬ 
versities, local business and com¬ 
merce, the health sector, council offi¬ 
cers and executive councillor for chil¬ 
dren and learning, Cllr James 
Courtenay. 

He said: “Increasingly, responsibili¬ 
ty for education matters and schools’ 
outcomes is being given to school 
leaders. 

“An education board is an innovative 
idea that will give the council a voice 
on important matters such as school 
improvement, school performance and 
education policy. 

“The board should also lead to better 
communication between all stake¬ 
holders and the council, to shape and 
recommend priorities and targets and 
most importantly ensure that all young 
people in Southend get the education 
that they deserve.” 

Tim Coulson, regional schools com¬ 
missioner for East of England and 
north east London, who has responsi¬ 
bility for performance in academies, 
will also have role. 

Formal consultation will take place 
during the summer with the board 
being set up by September.

A police spokesman said: 
“They concluded that this 
offence against a child 
stranger demonstrated 
reckless behaviour and a 
predatory lifestyle, and put 
him at risk of reoffending.” 

He was slapped with a 
seven-year prison term and 
ordered to sign the Sex 
Offenders' Register for life. 

The court also imposed a 
restraining order to protect 
his victim and sentenced 
him to a consecutive eight 
weeks' jail for the bail 
breach. 

**Two people remain on 
police bail on suspicion of 
breaching the anonymity of 
a rape victim under section 
five of the Sexual Offences 
(Amendment) Act 1992, 
following actions carried 
out after police issued a 
wanted person appeal for 
Horwat. 

An 18-year-old man from 
Westcliff and a 21-year-old 
woman from Southend are 
bailed until August 16.

CHILDREN from West Leigh Infant School are 
turning detective to trace family members affect¬ 
ed by the First World War. 

They have joined the Lost Souls project, with a 
grant of almost £10,000 from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, to find relatives who may have sto¬ 
ries to make history come to life, with help from 
volunteers from the Leigh Society and the Essex 
Society for Family History. 

Project manager Beth Hooper said: “Thanks to 
this funding we’re about to go on a great detec¬ 
tive hunt to find those lost souls who have stories 
to make history come alive for the children and 
families at West Leigh. 


“It may not always be so easy to find them, but 
everyone has some relative who was in some 
way affected by the Great War and yet many peo¬ 
ple don’t know.” 

Robyn Llewellyn, of Heritage Lottery Fund 
East of England, said: “The impact of the First 
World War was far reaching, touching and shap¬ 
ing every comer of the UK and beyond. 

“We are delighted to enable more communities 
like those involved in the Lost Souls project to 
explore the continuing legacy of this conflict and 
help local young people in particular to broaden 
their understanding of how it has shaped our 
modem world.”

N ew show, Bikeology, will 
roll down the time-trial 
start ramp in October to 
tour the country and give audi¬ 
ences an insight into the front¬ 
line of cycling. 

Hosted by Ned Boulting, the 
face of ITV’s Tour de France 
coverage since 2003, the show 
at Chelmsford’s Civic Theatre, 
will be packed with honest 
humour, embroidered with 
more than a decade’s worth of 
personal accounts from the 
frontline of cycling. 

Bikeology is an unmissable 
evening for cyclists and 
cyclists’ long-suffering part¬ 
ners, with something for riders 
at all levels. 

It will rip the inner tube off the 
rim of the Great British Cycling 
Boom, examine it for punc¬ 
tures, and put it back on, 
pumped up and ready to 
deflate all over again. 

Bikeology takes us on a jour¬ 
ney into the confused and 
lonely soul of our love affair 
with the humble bicycle - from 
the eccentric rural German ori¬ 
gins of the pushbike to the 


highest mountains of Le Tour. 

Bikeology will pose funda¬ 
mental questions, such as: 
What is Chamois Cream?, Has 
Chris Froome ever been to 
Britain? and If cycling is the 
new golf, what does that mean 
for its female membership? 

In his remarkable 13 sum¬

than we talk to our parents? Is Rapha cool? 
Boulting answers these questions and nnore. 

He said: “Throughout the years that I’ve been 
reporting on cycling, I’ve seen how the humble 
bicycle puts human behaviour under a microscope. 

“I’ve seen delight, despair and doping, as well as 
infinite variations of falling off your bike - some¬ 
thing for everyone. 

“The wonderful thing about cycling is the direct 
link between a Tour de France win and a trip to the 
shops- it’s an everyday glory. 

“As kids we all learn to ride a bike. But in recent 
years more and more people are getting involved 
for social, health or environmental reasons. 

“I’m excited to be bringing this unique one-man 
show to life as a manifestation of my biggest and 
re-discovered passion. 

“This show is for anyone who re-connects with 
that feeling of freedom they had when they first felt 
the pedals turn beneath their feet, and the world 
slip by. 

“I did ride, as a kid, like we all did. I rode to school 
- the same one dad taught at (he drove). 

“But when I turned 18, I kind of stopped cycling. 
I picked it up again in my mid-thirties. 

“After a period of twenty years during which I nei¬ 
ther owned, nor rode a bike, I was reaquainted with 
cycling when I was introduced to the Tour de 
France. 

“Knowing nothing about cycling, I was sent by 
ITV to Paris to cover the race. And I was hooked 
from the start. 

“It wasn’t long before I was consuming huge 
amounts of cycling, and now here I am.” 

Ned is the author of three books. How I Won the 
Yellow Jumper: Dispatches from the Tour de 
France, On the Road Bike: The Search for a 
Nation’s Cycling Soul and 101 Damnations: 
Dispatches from the 101st Tour de France.

THE LEGEND OFTARZAN (12A, 

110 mins) 

I T’S been almost 100 years since Edgar 
Rice Burroughs’s muscular protector of 
the jungle swung into action on the big 
screen in the swaggering form of silent 
movie actor Elmo Lincoln. 

Olympic swimmer Johnny Weissmuller 
popularised the iconic role in the 1930s 
and 1940s before more recent incarna¬ 
tions including Greystoke: The Legend Of 
Tarzan with Christopher Lambert and 
Disney’s animated rendering. 

Written by Adam Cozad and Craig 
Brewer, The Legend Of Tarzan is an enter¬ 
taining and rumbustious romp that focus¬ 
es on the love story between the orphaned 
hero and his plucky sweetheart against a 
backdrop of Iate19th century treachery. 

Director David Yates, who worked his 
magic at the helm of the final four films in 
the Harry Potter saga, orchestrates vine¬ 
swinging action sequences with aplomb, 
festooned with a menagerie of computer¬ 
generated animals that look incredibly 
realistic in close-up. 

Digital might beats its chest in every 
lush frame including a bone-crunching 
fight between Tarzan and one of his ape 
brethren and a terrifying stampede. 

However, Yates is careful to stoke the 
smouldering on-screen embers between 
an impressively bare-chested Alexander 
Skarsgard and the luminous Margot 
Robbie so we root for the lovers when the 
odds are stacked heavily against them. 

It has been many years since Tarzan 
(Skarsgard) left behind the jungles of 
Africa to settle into gentrified life as John 
Clayton III, Lord Greystoke, with his 
beloved wife, Jane (Robbie). 

The lush paradise of the Congo is a 
sweet, distant memory until the British 
Prime Minister (Jim Broad bent) passes 
on an invitation from King Leopold II of 
Belgium to visit the Congo as a trade 
emissary of Parliament. 

John initially refuses, but gun-slinging

American envoy George Washington 
Williams (Samuel L Jackson) persuades 
the Greystoke heir to go in order to inves¬ 
tigate rumours that Leopold has 
enslaved local tribes to build his railroad. 

John, Jane and George depart for the 
Congo, unaware that they are pawns in a 
deadly game masterminded by 
Machiavellian Belgian envoy. Captain 
Leon Rom (Christoph Waltz), who has 
agreed to deliver Tarzan to Chief Mbonga 
(Djimon Hounsou) in exchange for the 
legendary diamonds of Cpar. 

A stand-off ensues and Jane is cap¬ 
tured as tantalising bait. 

“He’s Tarzan, you’re Jane. He’ll come 
for you,” smirks Rom. 

Faced with the prospect of losing his 
soulmate, John gathers together his ani¬ 


mal friends and unleashes the primal 
warrior of the past. 

Shot at Warner Bros. Studios near 
Watford and on location around the UK, 
The Legend Cf Tarzan captures the bare 
necessities of Burroughs’s source text 
with gusto. 

Skarsgard and Robbie are an attractive 
pairing, the latter imbuing her heroine 
with steeliness and resolve. 

Two-time Cscar-winner Waltz has por¬ 
trayed too many sadistic schemers in 
recent years for his turn as the pan¬ 
tomime villain here to send shivers down 
the spine. 

Denizens of the jungle snarl with more 
ferocity.

Luxury boat builder decks out Fiat 500

NAUTICAL nous is conning aboard the Fiat 
500 as the car nnaker teams up with anoth¬ 
er Italian style icon in the shape of luxury 
boat builder Riva. 

The car company is launching a Fiat 500 
Riva which is fitted out in similar fashion to 
the famous speedboats which have graced 
riviera around the world for more than 60 
years. 

The limited edition 500 Riva comes with 
a special Sera Blue paint job similar to that 
used on Riva’s current Aquariva Super 
speedboat which can sell for as much as 
£500,000. 

There are special touches inside the car 
as well with the dash trimmed in a finish 
akin to that of the fine veneer of the Riva 
boats and an aquamarine display on the 
instrument panel. 

The convertible Fiat 500 Riva also gets a 
new blue soft top while the hatchback has 
a panoramic glass roof as standard. 

In addition to the exclusive colour, the 
mirror caps on the 500 Riva have a chrome 
finish, as do the handles and the bonnet 
trim. 

Riva logos abound inside and out, while 
the dashboard is finished in hand-painted 
mahogany with a maple inlay. 

That in itself required an innovative engi¬ 
neering process which involved the wood 


being applied on to an ultralight carbon 
shell to ensure stability, flexibility and 
strength. 

The maple inlays were inserted by hand, 
making each creation a one-off. 

The door sills and gear knob are also 
carved from a solid piece of mahogany, 
while the seats are trimmed in exclusive 
ivory leather created by Italian high class 


furniture designers Poltrona Frau. 

Even the floor mats have been specially 
created with ivory hems and contrasting 
Sera Blue stitching - as is the boot mat 
that also features a wood insert with Riva 
lettering. 

Fiat says the 500 Riva will be available in 
the UK at the end of August with 1.2-litre 
69hp, TwinAir 85hp and TwinAir 105hp 


engine options. 

And while the current 500 range is priced 
from £11,050 the company has yet to give 
an indication of what the luxurious Riva 
special will cost. 

But to add a little more exclusivity, the 
first 500 cars will have a numbered limited 
edition badge which can be personalised 
by the buyer.

RAVI BOPARA hit an unbeaten 
81 as Essex Eagles made it 
three NatWest T20 Blast South 
Group victories on the bounce. 

The Essex innings got off to a 
disastrous start with Jesse 
Ryder back in the pavilion in 
the opening over, caught by 
wicketkeeper Sam Billings off 
the bowling of Kagiso Rabada 
without troubling the scorers. 

Tom Westley and Kishen 
Velani quickly moved the score 
to 43, before the latter was run 
out by Sam Northeast after 
seemingly colliding with his 
fellow batsman. He made 19. 

Westley followed, caught off 
his own delivery by James 
Tredwell. 

Essex were finding runs hard 
to come by and had mustered 
75/3 by the halfway point of 
their innings. 

Skipper Ravi Bopara, ably 
supported by Ashar Zaidi car¬ 
ried the hosts into three figures, 
while some loose fielding from 
the Spitfires helped Essex 
towards a more comfortable 
position than perhaps many had 
earlier predicted. 

Bopara reached his 50 off just 
32 balls, a swashbuckling 
knock that included three sixes 
and two fours. 


Meanwhile, Zaidi, keen to be 
more than just a support act, 
brought up his own 50 with a 
towering six, Mitch Clay don the 
beleaguered Kent bowler. 

But Bopara was clearly in the 
mood, and continued to be a 
thorn in Kent’s side. 

Another mighty six off the 
final ball saw him finish on 
81*, while Zaidi 54* helped 
Essex to 204/3.

Joe Denly’s stumps were 
emphatically dismantled off the 
second ball, giving Paul Walter 
his first professional wicket. 

Faced with a difficult task, 
Tom Latham and Northeast 
looked to steady a rapidly sink¬ 
ing Kent ship. 

To their credit, the pair put on 
48, carrying the visitors to 
slightly calmer waters. 

But the partnership was even¬ 
tually severed when Northeast 
was bowled off Graham

taken two wickets off the final 
two balls during the Eagles last 
T20 blast clash against Surrey 
at the Oval just over a week ago.

Matthew Quinn got in on the 
act, taking the wickets of Blake 
and Rebada within three balls, 
while Walter continued his 
memorable evening, displaying 
safe hands off his own delivery 
to snare Fabian Cowdrey, then 
adding Tredwell to his collec¬ 
tion, Quinn this time taking the 
catch.
